“Now, therefore, I, Woodrow Wil­ 
son, president of the United States of 
America, do hereby proclaim and de­ 
clare that an extraordinary occasion 
requires the congress of the United 
States to convene in extra session at 
the capitol in the city of Washington 
on the 7th day of April, 1913, at 12 
o’clock noon, of which all persons who 
shall at that time be entitled to act as 
members thereof are hereby required 
to take notice. 


“Given under my hand and seal of 
the United States of America, the 17th 
of March in the year of Our Lord 1913 
and of the Independence of the Unit­ 
ed States the 137th.

Originally Mr. Wilson’ 
had 
fixed 
upon April 1 as the date, Representa­ 
tive Underwood, the Democratic house 
leader, having informed him that the 
tariff bills, to which it was agreed 
congress should give immediate at­ 
tention, would be ready on that date. 


Mr. Underwood found that the ways 
and means committee would need an­ 
other week to draft the tariff sched­ 
ules, and the proclamation is in def 
erence to the wishes of Mr. Under­ 
wood and other house leaders. 


The absence of any specific reason 
for the calling of the extra session is 
explained by the fact that Mr. Wil­ 
son's statement immediately after his 
election declared that he would call 
an extra session to revise the tariff. 


President'^Wilson plans to point out 
specifically his wishes for the extra 
eession in his first mesasge, which he 
now is preparing. 
This, it is known 
from talks the president has had with 
members of congress, will outline the 
administration’s idea of how the tariff 
should be revised and just what sched 
ules should be taken up. 


The belief is general that the entire 
message will be taken up with a dis 
cussion of the tariff with the excep­ 
tion, of the last paragraph or two, 
which will draw attention to the need 
of currency legislation at the earliest 
possible moment and will indicate the 
purpose of the president to send later 
a special message on that or otber 
subjects, which he believes should be 
taken up by the new congress. 


It is understood at the White House 
that the president’s first message will 
request that currency reform, the inde­ 
pendence of the Philippines and other 
important interests be left for the reg­ 
ular session of congress in December.

A pair of horses, blindfolded with 
gunny sacks, strayed into the Freazee 
corrall. Mrs. Kreazee, who know of 
the anxiety of the Perrys, Sent her 
hired man back on the trail, out a mile 
from her home. The Perry wagon was 
found, and in it were 
seated 
Mrs. 
Perry and her four children, ranging 
in age from eight years to a baby in 
arms. 


All were frozen stiff, and on the 
ground lay the frozen body of Mr. 
Perry. 
Mrs. Perry had her infant son 
clasped to her breast, which was ex­ 
posed in a last attem pt to appease its 
hunger. The other three children were 
huddled 
about her person and her 
skirts and underclothing was hound 
about them. 


The Perrys were “terkking" from 
Big Bend, the Black Hills, to the Fred 
Holcomb ranch, sixteen miles east of 
Rapid City, on Box Elder creek. The 
party left Big Bend at daylight Thurs­ 
day morning, with their wagonload of 
furniture and farm ftnplements, three 
sons on horseback driving a herd of 
twenty-six cattle, and Air. and Mrs. 
Perry brought up the rear oi tin* pro­ 
cession with a team and the four chil­ 
dren. They reached Rapid City, and, 
although warned not to proceed in the 
storm, which was constantly iucreas 
ing, started out. This is the last ever 
seen of them alive. 


Out on the prairie they caught the 
full iorco of the blizzard, with the 
thermometer four degrees above zero 
and the wind blowing fifty miles an 
hour. The team balked and Perry put 
gunny sacks over their heads to blind 
them. Night came on and the team, 
worn out, stopped. Perry got out and 
liberated the horses, but was too ex­ 
hausted to regain his place in the 
wagon and fell prostrate. 


In their wanderings they passed by 
the ranch they were seeking several 
times, but the blinding snow prevent­ 
ed them seeing the lights in the win­ 
dow. 


A guide and two men, who started 
out to search for the Perrys, are miss­ 
ing, and the brothers of Leslie, who 
left twitli thon. )nvo not been heard 
from. 


Saves Husband From Bull. 


President Wilson sent to the senate 
the nomination of 
John Burke, of 
North Dakota, to be treasurer of the 
United States. 


Burke for two years, his term end­ 
ing Jan. 1, was governor of North Da­ 
kota, and during the Baltimore con­ 
vention he was one of the several can­ 
didates for vice president. 
He suc­ 
ceeds Carmi Thompson, of Ohio, who, 
during the presidential campaign, was 
secretary to President Taft.

The Arkansas legislature has derid­ 
ed to dispense with the state national 
guard.

Steel Wages Advanced. 


At the bi-monthly wage conference 
held in Youngstown, Ohio, between 
representatives of the Amalgamated 
Association of 
Iron, Steel and Tin 
Workers, the W estern Bar associa­ 
tion anf the Republic Iron and Steel 
company, the rate for puddling was 
advanced to $6.60 on a 1.45 card. Fin­ 
ishers also received a one per cetit 
advance. The increases affect approxi­ 
mately 15,000 skilled mill workers. 


$10,000,000 Coal Lands Go to Morgan. 


The J. P. Morgan interests will take 
over the $10,0U0,000 coal properties of 
Colonel James M. Guffey, in Taylor, 
Barbour and Preston counties, West 
Virginia. Negotiations have been un­ 
der way for more than a year. 


It is understood that Guffey is mak­ 
ing a considerable sacrifice 
in 
the 
transfer, as he is getting approximate­ 
ly $1U0 an acre. 


This deal lifts Guffey out of bank­ 
ruptcy, into which he was plunged in 
1909, 
after 
an 
unsuccessful 
fight 
against panic conditions. 


The Morgan interests will complete 
the Buclthannon & Northern railroad 
from Rivesville to Bellington, where 
it will connect with the Baltimore & 
Ohio and the W estern Maryland. This 
will give the coal field two routes to 
the Atlantic coast. The new line will 
probably be controlled by the New 
York Central. 


Arson Chief Confesses. 


The report that John Dames, alleged 
chief of the “arson trust,'’ had made 
a confession was confirmed by Assist­ 
ant States Attorney Johnston in Chi­ 
cago. 


Danies, according to Johnston, nam­ 
ed several men “higher up ” and ad­ 
mitted he had 
started 
more 
than 
twenty fires in Chicago. An aggregate 
of $500,000 in insurance was collected 
from the Danies fires, said Johnston, 
who 
announced that at least forty 
warrants for business men, fire insur­ 
ance adjusters and actual incendiaries, 
named by Dailies, would be sworn out, 
“I tried »o get out of the business, 
but people would not let me alone/’ 
said Danies in his confession. 
“They 
kept sending for me to do jobs for 
them, and I kept on going in the same 
old way for fifteen years. My experi­ 
ence with fires began in my own home, 
and when I settled for the insurance 
an adjuster told me that I could make 
lots of money by setting incendiary 
fires, That’s how I got mixed up in this 
rotten stuff.”

Freeman, 
an insurance adjuster, built up a busi­ 
ness of $400,000 a year, from which he 
had an income of $25,000.

The modern practice among the berfl 
posted and most progressive horse owners 
and farmers is to clip all horses in the 
spring. It is done on the theory that in 
their natural state horses were not obliged ! 
to work, so could shed the winter coat in 
comfort over a period of several week», 
Since we oblige them to do hard work on 
warm spring days, the winter coat should 
be removed for the same reason that we 
lay off our heavy winter garments. Clipped 
horses dry off rapidly, hence they do not 
take cold as easily nor are they as prone 
to be affected with other ailments as un­ 
clipped animals whose longer hair holds 
the perspiration for hours. Because clipped 
horses dry off rapidly they rest better, get 
more good from their food and come out 
in the morning refreshed and fit for work. 


Since the advent of the ball hearing en­ 
closed gear clipping machine, the work of 
taking off the winter coat is easy. With 
the machine a horse can be clipped all over 
in half an hour, whereas with the old two- 
hand clipper it required several hours to 
do it. 


Dairymen also now clip the cows all 
over two or three times a year. The flanks 
and udders are clipped every three or four 
weeks, so it is easy to clean the parts be­ 
fore milking. This means less opportunity 
for dirt and other impurities to get into 
the milk.

Dedicate New Church Edifice« 
Si. Paul’s Reformed congregation dedi 
rated their new building last Sunday. 
It 
was a day that will long be remembered 
by thoee present 
The services through­ 
out were of an interesting and inspiring 
character 
Besides the pastor the follow­ 
ing minister« were present and took part 
in the services: Rev. G. W. Richards, D, 
D , Laneaster; Rev, C. E. Wehler, D. D , 
Frederick, Md.; Rev. A, S. Dechant, Han­ 
over; Rev. O H Strunck, Schuylkill Hav­ 
en, and Rev, C. W. Baker, this place. 
Dr. Richards in the morning aud rfter- 
noon and Dr. Wehler in the evening 
preached eloquent sermons wipch prepar­ 
ed the people for their magnificent re 
spouse to the appeals of Mr. Strunck who 
had charge of gathering subscriptions. 
A statement made by the consistory at the 
morning servico gave the items of cost in 
the erection aud equipment of the new 
building which reached a total of $18,000, 
two thirds of which was paid, leaving a 
balance of about $6,000 which was made 
up by subscriptions and cash during the 
day. 
About $2 000 was raised at each of 
the services held. 
The plate offering 
reached nearly $500. 
The interest and 
liberality seemed to increase as a rising 
tide, culminating in the most general giv­ 
ing just at the close 
Where all did so no­ 
bly it is impossible to divide praise and it 
was a happy people that closed the servi­ 
ces with a full voiced singing of the Dox- 
ology.

The new church is an imposing buildiug 
constructed of lime stone from thequariee 
of Steacy & Wilton, near Bittinger Station, 
The building is constructed with a base­ 
ment, and a Sunday school room which 
can be divided into three parts or thrown 
into one. 
The auditorium has a pastor’s 
room and organ space in connection with

The list of fatalities attendant on 
the pleasure of the nation is referred 
to as proof that “wo still take our 
pleasures sadly/* 
The verbal state­ 
ment is far from accurate, the exact 
showing being that we take our pleas­ 
ures with such reckless absorption as 
to present very gloomy results, even 
after allowing for the fact that the sta* 
tistics of the year exhibited decided 
improvement in some of the leading 
ítems of management Wo celebrated 
the Fourth of July at the cost of 78 
lives, expended 31 to carry through 
the season of baseball and 13 in the 
brief football season, .10 ostensibly to 
decido which automobile is the fast­ 
est, but rSally to show which driver 
can be most reckless and escape the 
penalty; 74 in the joys of motorcy­ 
cling, 140 in the pleasures of hunting, 
23 of whom were shot under the sup­ 
position that they were deer, says the 
Pittsburgh Dispatch. Twenty-two lost 
their lives in pleasuro garden joys; 
43 did not know it was loaded, and 
23 were the victims of the fools #who 
rock the boats. 
This certainly sur­ 
rounds the after aspect of our sports 
with a gloomy atmosphere, though per­ 
haps not so utterly sordid as the 
vaster totals of lives sacrificed for 
gain in industry. 


STRONG MAN OF FRANCE 


It i3 not in its reasonable and legit!* 
mate use that the aeroplane is an ex­ 
tremely dangerous vehicle. The flight 
of Rodgers across the continent shows 
this, just as the lesser flight of At­ 
wood from Chicago to New York show­ 
ed it and as other distance flying in 
this country and Europe has shown it. 
It is the performing of circus "stunts” 
at exhibitions thdt has caused the long 
death roll of aeroplaning. Its victims 
have been for tlie most part out for 
altitude records or have been tilling 
their machines almost edgewise 
up 
aloft before gaping multitudes, where 
each aviator goes into the air with 
the determination to outdo the one 
who has just descended in the 
per­ 
formance of thrilling feats. Those who 
have done simple flying with the ob­ 
ject <3f getting 
somewhere, 
making 
safety and not sensationalism a prime 
consideration, are not generally num­ 
bered among aviation’s dead. 


Raymond Poincaire, the new prime 
minister, is one of the most interest­ 
ing figures in the French republic. In 
him are combined all that onr. under­ 
stands by French culture, dignity and 
charm of manner, added to a reputa­ 
tion of stern integrity that is nation­ 
wide.

Poincaire comes to power with ripe 
ideas on the subject of government. 
He once expressed the triple wish, 
which may be taken as the key to his 
attitude, that deputies would legis­ 
late without attempting to govern, 
that ministers would govern on their 
own responsibility 
and that justice 
should know no politics. 


The new premier’s versatility is to 
a considerable degree a matter of 
family influence, for his father, uncle, elder brother and cousin have all been 
distinguished in scienco and literature, and,_as was said by Lavisse when 
Poincaire was introduced into the academy, they might be said to constitute 
a little family university all by themselves. 


In his private and domestic life, the new premier is anything but a 
recluse. 
He lias a fine house near the famous Bois de Boulogne, where he 
entertains largely, but his family, his friends, his books and his works of art 
occupy the' greatest place in his affection and his attention. 
He does not 
miss many first night performances at the theater. He is fond of racing.

rights allowed business men. And, according to the Chicago executive rep­ 
resentative of a big eastern company, who has written her insurance, it is 
uncommon for a woman to be allowed the same rights as a man in the 
writing of large policies. 


“Women are usually limited in the amount of insurance they are allowed 
to take out,” he said. “However, we regard Mrs. Netcher as an extraordinary 
business woman and one who is important enough to carry the largest insur­ 
ance in Chicago." 


Mrs. Netcher’s policies are with three companies. All the policies are of 
the straight life variety. 


As to the reasons for the insurance, Mrs. Netcher says they are simple. 
She is the head of a great business, she has many holdings, and besides she 
has four children whom she loves.

Did you ever notice that It does not 
really matter what trade one adopts, 
if it is possible to throw one’s whole 
being Into it? 
One man makes a 
great fortune out of a shoe blacking 
made from a’n old recipe, another by

chimneys.

and miserable—among both rich and 
poor. And the worst of the misunder­ 
standings arising between the two or­ 
ders come of the unlucky fact that the 
wise of one class habitually contem­ 
plate the foolish of the other. 


If the busy rich people watched and 
rebuked the idle rich people, all would 
be right; and if the busy poor people 
watched and rebuked the idle poor 
people, all would be right. 
But each 
class has a tendency to look ior the 
faults of the other. 
A hard-working 
man of property is particularly offend­ 
ed by an idle beggar; and an orderly, 
but poor workman is naturally intol­ 
erant of the licentious luxury of the 
rich. And what is severe judgment in 
the minds of the just men of either 
class becomes fierce enmity In the un­ 
just—but among the unjust only.

The machinist who hires out to a 
railroad company as 
a 
roundhouse 
machinist must be a good one. 
in 
other words, he must bo an adept in 
the use of tools, ranging from a pocket 
screwdriver to a 20-pound sledge. Va­ 
riety Is the spice of life, and if It is 
the spice of work the roundhouse ma­ 
chinist has his job well seasoned. 


At one hour of the day he may be 
exerting his strength to the limit Jn 
knocking out large, heavy rod bolts; 
wfthln the next the fineness of his 
work; may equal that of a jeweler’s in 
adjusting the complicated 
and 
deli­ 
cate mechanism of a sensitive steam 
gauge. 


He may be working on a job with 
assurance from the boss of ample time 
in which to complete the task. At any 
minute he may be ordered to the out­ 
going pit and be given but a few min­ 
utes In which to restore a balky in­ 
jector to working order for the lo­ 
comotive that carries It may have but 
a few minutes more in 
which to be 
coupled to the head of a limited ex­ 
press, and without a second’s delay 
leave the train sheds on time. 


A locomotive that lies dead in the 
roundhouse because of crippled 
ma­ 
chinery makes no money for the com­ 
pany that owns It, 
When not pulling 
a train of merchandise or passengers 
it soon becomes an 
item 
of 
heavy 
financial loss, and to repair it in the 
shortest time possible so. that it will 
pull its full tonnage Is the proposition 
up to the roundhouse and its force. 


For those not so 
well 
acquainted 
with railroad activities in this line, a 
little information will perhaps serve to 
bring out the varied nature of the 
roundsouse machinist’s work. 


Engines coming into the roundhouse 
after a hard trip over the road have 
their defects reported on a work slip 
by the engineers in charge of them 
during the trip. 
The roundhouse ma­ 
chinist receives these slips. Their con­ 
tents often test his ability as a trades­ 
man. 


The repairs may call for delicate 
work in adjusting the small and sensi* 
tive parts of the air brake equipment, 
and again they may necessitate altera­ 


tions 
of 
mighty 
connecting 
rods, 
whose weight might take the com­ 
bined efforts of eight men to lift them 
from the engine to the floor. 


It Is up to the roundhouse man to 
get the job done as quickly as possible, 
for the locomotive is wanted by the 
dispatcher to move trains out of 
a 
yard that is soon congested by incom­ 
ing cars. 


The job of a roundhouse machinist 
is good, but the Job holds no easy rou­ 
tine of work. When not using his mus­ 
cles he is using his head to avoid the 
pitfalls of delay to work on the en­ 
gine that is to be under steam and 
coupled to its train at a certain time 
without fail. 


For the man who wishes to think for 
himself and who likes to have unex­ 
pected demands made on his abil­ 
ity, this job is all that can 
be 
de­ 
sired.

A breakfast 
of 
sausages, wheat 
cakes and fragrant coffee is all that 
is needed to make us forget tho hen* 
pecked sage’s warning. 


Here are ways of cooking sausages 
so hll lovers of the delectable morsels 
may eat them safely: 


Instead of frying sausages, put them 
to cook in enough boiling water to al­ 
most cover. 
Add no fat. 
Simmer 
gently until the w’ater Is evaporated. 
Enough grease will now bo rendered 
from the meat to fry them, and tho 
casing will be unbroken. 
Lift 
the 
links from tho frying pan and roll in 
ilour. 
Fry until the coating Is crisp 
and brown. 


The flour prevents the 
sausages 
from breaking open and does out al­ 
low the rendered grease to be reab­ 
sorbed. 
If a little ground sage be 
mixed with the flour, the flavor will 
be improved. 


The new method of paper-bag cook* 
ery is excellent for cooking sausage 
cakes. Shape the cakes, place in bags, 
press out the air, and cook in hot oven 
fifteen minutes. 
Open the bottom of 
the bag and drain out tho fat from the 
pork. Serve on a hot platter. 


Broiled sausages with rice give a 
well-balanced dish for a wintry day’s 
breakfast. 
Place small link sausages 
on the broiler with dripping pan be* 
neath, broil slowly, and serve around 
a mound of creamed rice. 


Sausages with baked creamed pota­ 
toes—To every pound of bulk sau­ 
sage meat add an ounce of ground 
mived herbs. A good mixture to make 
and keep on hand for such season as 
this is two ounces of ground sage, a 
fourth of an ounce of cayenne pepper, 
one ounce of thyme, one ounce of ma* 
Joram, and one of celery salt. 
Shape 
Into cakes and fry for five minutes. 
Fill a baking dish with diced potatoes, 
cover with cream, lay tho sausage 
cakes on top, and bake in a hot oven 
fifteen minutes, or until the cream is 
absorbed and the meat a good color. 


Where sausage is liked but cannot 
be eaten on account of its richness, 
It may be made at home and mixed 
with lean beef or veal in the propor­ 
tion most approved. 
Two parts lean 
meat to one part pork will give a mix­ 
ture in which the pork flavor will still 
predominate. 


Home-made sausage is much in fa­ 
vor, since the commercial product all 
contains 
“filler,” presumably 
somo 
cereal or stale bread. 
The food-chop» 
per now found in every kitchen does 
the grinding as well as the butcher’s 
and the particular housekeeper has 
;he satisfaction of knowing just what 
the ingredients of the sausage are. 


Favorite Brown Bread. 


Two cups sweet milk and 1 of sour, 
2 cups of meal and 1 of flour, 1 cup of 
molasses and 1 Y z teaspoons of saler- 
atus, with a pinch of salt. Mix meal 
and flour. 
Add the cup of molasses 
or use half molasses and sugar, then 
the sour milk and the sweet 
after. 
Just before pouring into the dish that 
you intend to steam in, add the soda, 
A five-pound lard pail makes a good 
dish and set on a block or cover in­ 
verted in your kettle. 
Be sure that 
the water is boiling In the kettle when 
tho mixture is put in, as this is quite 
thin and wants to set quickly. 
Do not 
look at it for at least an hour, and be 
sure that there Is water enough so as 
not to require refilling before this 
time a t least. 
Keep It steaming for 
three hours, and tell me how you like 
It. 
(Meal is Indian meal.) 
W ater can 
be used instead of sweet milk. 


Dried Fruit. 


Dried fruit tastes just as good when 
stewed in the oven, and this method 
has Its advantages—the fruit will not 
dry and burn, it will remain whole, 
and may be cooked while roasting or 
baking. W ash the fruit, pour boiling 
water over it and let it stand in a cov­ 
ered dish until ready to put In the 
Dven. 
Then add the sugar, cover light­ 
ly and let the heat of the oven do the 
cooking. 
Prunes are always delicious 
when stewed In this way.

PROPER CARE OF SHIRTWAIST 


Attention to Details While Garment Is 
Being ironed Is of First 
Importance. 


Some w'omen are peculiar, and some 
others are more so. 


v Iron the wristbands, neckband and 
any other stiff 
starched 
plaits 
or 
bands, first on the right side, then on 
the wrong side. 
This will give them 
the desired smoothness that ironing 
first on the wrong side would In some 
cases destroy. 


Lay the shirtwaist on the ironing 
board with the neckband directly in 
front of the Ironer ahd parallel with 
the front edge of the table, stretch 
until smooth, and iron on the right 
side until partly dry. then 
on 
the 
wrong side, and finish on tho right 
Bide* 
Proceed in the same manner 
with wristbands. 
Iron prints on the 
wrong side, if possible, 
because 
it 
gives them more nearly the appear­ 
ance of new and prevents an unde­ 
sirable gloss. 


When tho neckband and cuffs are 
finished, lay the wrist on the board 
with the neck at the left hiind, and 
Iron the fronts, then tho back. 
It Is 
best to iron both fronts first, because 
they are often trimmed, and will look 
better and iron easier if not allowed 
to become dry. 
The back, too dry, 
being plainer, can be dampened with 
a cloth wrung from warm water. 


Iron well into the gathers and until 
dry. 
Do not iron across the seams, 
but close to them on either side, then 
press tho seams by setting the iron 
directly on them. 
To iron the sleeve 
fold at tho seam and begin ironing at 
the seam side, being careful not to 
iron across the opposite fold, and thus 
form a crease. 


Aftor ironing one side, loosen the 
two sitjes by slipping the hand be­ 
tween them, then turn the sleeve over 
and Iron the other side. Now put the 
hand in the sleeve at the bottom and 
turn it so that the seam lies on the 
table and the unironed strip at the 
back or outside of the sleeve lies 
above it. 


With a small iron smooth out this 
portion, and, still using a small iron, 
slip it inside of the sleeve 
at 
the 
arm ’s eye, and iron the 
top 
of the 
sleeve in the gathers. 
If 
possible, 
iron the gathered portion at the cuff 
in the same way .and iron tho sleeves 
on the sleeve board.

To clean old pewter, experts usually 
find it best to dip the plates and tank­ 
ards, as the case may bo, in a basinful 
of hot w ater in which soda crystals of 
borax have been dissolved. 


The water should be almost hotter 
than the hands can bear, and the 
pewter must be washed with a hard 
nail brush and plenty of soap. 
To 
make it shine there is nothing to equal 
ordinary metal polish of a reliable 
make, to which a few drops of petrol­ 
eum have been added. 
The dishes 
must then be washed in wrarm soap­ 
suds and finally rubbed when dry with 
powdered whiting, or while still wet 
with whiting paste.

A tripple drowning took place at Rend* 
ing Sunday when William Uxlov, aged 
10; Charlea Uxley* aged 17, brother«, and 
Paul Wetter, ajred 19, a meaeenger boy, 
all loflt their live« in the Schuylkill 
River. 
The young men*went out for* 
ride in their canoe, deepite the warning« 
ol friends who realized the danger be­ 
cause of the swolen condition of the 
stream. 
Reaching a point in the middle 
of the stream, the trio lost control of the 
frail craft, which shot with lightening 
rapidity towards the falls under the Belt 
Line bridge at Riverside. 
In a moment 
the canoe went flying over the falls and 
with it went the three young men, who 
were soon lost to view. In a few seconds 
their bodies could be seen, partly sub* 
merged in a whirlpool, and a short but 
fierce struggle ensued, when they dis­ 
appeared from view. 


Pronounced dead by a reputable phy­ 
sician, a 16 year-old boy “returned to 
life.” 
At the uncommon apparition 
relatives and sympathizing neighbors 
crazed in terror and a stampede followed. 
The corpse is or was that of Frank Moore, 
Jr., of Burnside, Delaware county. 
The 
young man had been ill for several weeks 
and Thursday was expected by the phy­ 
sician and his parents to be his last.

suddenly lapsed into unconsciousness and 
lost all semblance of life. A physician 
was summoned. 
Moore’s heart had stop* 
ped beating and he showed every ¡indi­ 
cation of having died.

administration's idea of how the tariff 
should be revised and just what sched- 
ules should be taken up. 


The belief Is general that the entire 
message will be taken up with a dis 
cusslon of the tariff with the excep- 
tion, of the last paragraph 
or two. 
which will draw attention to the need 
of currency legislation at the earliest 
possible moment and will Indicate the 
purpose of the president to send later 
a special message on that or other 
subjects, which he believes should be 
taken up by the new congress. 


It is understood at the White House 
that the president's first message will 
request that currency reform, the inde- 
pendence of the Philippines and other 
Important Interests be left for the reg- 
ular session of congress in December.

It is done on the theory that in 
their natural state horses were not obliged 
to work, 60 could shed the winter coat in 
comfort over a period of several week», 
Since we oblige them to do hard work on 
warm spring days, the winter coat should 
be removed for the same reason that we 
lay oil our heavy winter Karments, Clipped 
horses dry oil rapidly, hence they do not 
take cold as easily nor are they as prone 
to be affected with other ailments as un- 
dipped animals whose longer hair holda 
the perspiration for hours. Because clipped 
horses dry off rapidly they rest better, get 
more good from their food and come out 
in the morning refreshed and fit for work.

With 
the machine a horse can be clipped all over 
in half an hour, whereas with the old two- 
hand clipper it required several hours to 
do it. 


Dairymen also now clip the cows all 
over two or three times a year. The flanks 
and udders are clipped every three or four 
weeks, so it is easy to clean the parts be- 
fore milking. This means less opportunity 
for dirt and other impurities to get into 
the milk.

A new congressional

Philadelphia. 
York and Adams counties 
form the twenty first district. 


Mrs. Emma Nouts and her six children 
were fatally burned when a lamp explod 
ed in their home at Filbert.

Another batch of liquor bills made its 
appearance in the Legislature Wednes- 
day, and for the first time the Senate is 
made the batile ground of 
local option. 
Senator Senseuich is sponsor of a bill, 
identical in principle with one presented 
to the House by Matt, of Bedford, com- 
pelling judges to refuse to grant licences 
where the number of remonstrants against 
it amount to 51 per cent, of the voters 
of a ward, borough or township.

have written consent of owners of land to 
.hunt. 
Numerous amendments were vot- 
ed down.

fee of ten cents a package is delivered by 
special messenger. 
For this special fee of 
ten cents the sender can use a special 
delivery stamp or ten cents worth of 
ordinary stamps.

Sv. Paul's Reformed congregation dcdi 
cdtoil their new building last Sunday. 
It 
was ft day that will long bo rememberotl 
by tho«o present 
The services through- 
out were of an interesting and inspiring 
chnracter 
Besides the pastor the follow- 
ing minister« were present and took part 
in the services: Rev. G. W. Richards, D. 
D , Laneaster; Rev. C. E. Wehler. D. D . 
Frederick, Md.; Rev. A. S. Debhant, Han- 
over; Rev. 0 H Strunck, Schuylkill Hav- 
en, and Rev. 0. W. Baker, this placc. 
Dr. Richards in the morning aud pfter- 
noon and Dn Wehler in the evening 
preached eloquent sermons wqich prepar- 
ed the people for their magnificent re 
sponse to the appeals of Mr. Strunck who 
had charge o( gathering 
subscriptions. 
A statement made by the consistory at the 
morning service gave the items of cost in 
the erection and equipment ot the now 
building which reached a total of $18,000, 
two thirds of which was paid, leaving a 
balance of about $6,000 which was made 
up by subscriptions and cash during the 
lay. 
About $2 000 was raised at each of 
the services held. 
The plate offering 
reached nearly $500. The interest and 
liberality seemed to increase as a rising 
tide, culminating in the most general giv- 
ing just at the close 
Where all did so no- 
bly it is impossible to divide praise and it 
was a happy people that closed the servi- 
ces with a full voiced singhig of the Dox- 
ology. The people will long remember 
Mr. Strunck with gratitude for his work 
and the inevitable way in which he guid- 
ed their generous instincts. 


The new church is an imposing buildiug 
constructed of lime stone from thequariee 
ofSteacy t^ Wilton, near Bittinger Station, 
The building is constructed with a base- 
ment, and a Sunday school room which 
can be divided into three parts or thrown 
into one. 
The auditorium has a pastor's 
room and organ space in connection with 
it. 
It is gothic in architecture, and a cred- 
it to our beautiful little city. 


St. Paul's congregation dates its origin 
to 1822 when a union church building was 
erected on die location it now occupies 
In 1861 the second building was erected 
during the pastorate of Rev. Emanuel II. 
Hoffheins. This was remodeled and the 
side galleries lenioved and a chapel built 
to it in 1889 under the pastorate of Rev 
W, H, Herbert. 
The work of demolition 
of this structure began May 14, 1912. The 
cornerstone of the present building was 
laid Sunday, July 28, 1912. The church 
was erected by Kline Bros., contracors, of 
Littlestown, under the direction of the 
consistory, the organization of which is as

The list of fatalities attendant on 
the pleasure of the nation Is referred 
io as proof that "wo still take 
our 
pleasures sadly/' 
The verbal state- 
ment is far from accurate, the exact 
«howlng being that wo take our pleas- 
ures with such reckless absorption as 
to présent very gloomy results, even 
after allowing for the fact that the sta* 
listlcs of the year exhibited decided 
Improvement in some of the leading 
items of management 
Wo celebrated 
the Fourth of July at the cost of 78 
lives, expended 31 to carry through 
the season of baseball and 13 in the 
brief football season, .10 ostensibly to 
decide w^hich automobile is the fast- 
est, but rëally to show which driver 
can be most reckless and escape the 
penalty; 74 in the Joys of motorcy- 
cling, 140 In the pleasures of hunting, 
13 of whom were shot under the sup- 
position that they were deer, says the 
Pittsburgh Dispatch. 
Twenty-two lost 
their lives in pleasure garden joys; 
43 did not know it was loaded, and 
23 wero the victims of the fools »who 
rock the boats. 
This certainly sur- 
rounds the after aspect of our sports 
-with a gloomy atmosphere, though per- 
haps not so utterly sordid as 
the 
vaster totals of lives sacrificed for 
gain in industry. 


It is not in its reasonable and legiti- 
mate use that the aeroplane is an ex- 
tremely dangerous vehicle. The flight 
of Rodgers across the continent shows 
this. Just as the lesser flight of At- 
wood from Chicago to New York show- 
ed It and as other distan/ie flying in 
this country and Europe has shown it. 
It Is the performing of circus "stunts" 
at exhibitions thdt has caused the long 
death roll of aeroplaning. 
Its victims 
have been for tlie most part out for 
altitude records or have been tlTVlng 
their machines almost 
edgewise 
up 
aloft before gaping multitudes, where 
each aviator goes Into the air with 
the determination to outdo the one 
who has Just descended in the 
per- 
formance of thrilling feats. Those who 
have done simple flying with the ob- 
ject 6i getting 
somewhere, 
making 
safety and not sensationalism a prime 
consideration, are not generally num- 
bered among aviation's dead. 


There are probably sounds in nature 
•too acute to be distinguished by the 
human ear which may, however, be 
perfectly clear to the auditory sense of 
other members of the animal kingdom.

The largest amount of life insur- 
ance held by any woman in the world 
is now carried by Mrs. Charles Netch- 
ter, head of a 
Chicago 
department 
store. 


Mrs. Netcher has just taken out a 
life insurance 
policy 
for 
$200,000. 
which raises her total insurance to 
$1,200.000, more than that of any other 
person in Chicago, it was announced. 


Mrs. Netcher has followed a plat- 
form of her husband, who, when he 
died in 1904. was insured for $500,000, 
After the death of her 
husband, 
Mrs. Netcher assumed control, of the 
store and has conducted the business 
ever since, building it up and con- 
stantly Increasing her holdings in real 
estate, as the profits from he* busi- 
ness increased. 
* 


She soon became what is known in 
insurance circles as "a good risk." 
When she decided to take out large 
policies on her life the various com- 
panies 
extended 
to 
her the 
usual 
rights allowed business men. 
And. according to the Chicago executive rep- 
resentative of a big eastern company, who has written her Insurance, it is 
uncommon for a woman to be allowed the same rights as a man in. the 
writing of large policies. 


"Women are usually limited in the amount of Insurance they are allowed 
to take out," he said. "However, we regard Mrs. Netcher as an extraordinary 
business woman and one who is Important enough to carry the largest insur- 
ance in Chicago." 


Mrs. Netcher's policies are with three companies. All the policies are of 


the straight life variety. 


As to the reasons for the insurance, Mrs. Netcher says they are simple. 
She is the head of a great business, she has many holdings, and besides she 
has four children whom she loves. 


The Hon. Victor Berger of Milwau- 
kee is the first Socialist in congress 
and his wife deserves attention as an 
educator and reformer. Since her ar- 
rival In Washington, when Mr. Berger 
itook his seat in April, she has been 
busy studying social conditions at the 
capital as if she we.re a member of 
tho house committee for the District. 
She visits the schools and learns their 
needs, and many a Washington pupil 
will have her to thank for some need- 
ed improvement. 
In appearance, Mrs. 
Berger is a typical German-American 
woman, of the type one imagines in a 
comfortable home, busy superintend- 
ing the children and presiding over a 
breakfast table. Yet there Is another 
side to her character. 
She is an earn- 
est reformer, who has taken such an 
active part In political work in Mil- 
waukee thnt she has been elected a 
member of the board of education, 
and has helped to put into execution 
6uch ideas as penny luncheons, teach- 
sanltatlon 
in the schools, and giving girls lessons in dress-making and 
millinery. 
Most of tho children of the public schools have to drop their 
studies at fourteen or sixteen, in order to learn a trade; and Mrs. Berger be- 
lieves Uiat it should be made possible for them to complete later in life the 
education which early work prevented. 
Before her marriage, she taught In 
jhe Milwaukee schools, and is, therefore, perfectly conversant with the naatr 
iers in which improvement is needed.—Family Magazine.

30 iill lovers of the delectable morsels 
may eat them safely: 


Instead of frying sausages, put them 
to cook in enough boiling water to al 
most cover. 
Add no fat. 
Simmer 
Giently until tho water is evaporated. 
Enough grease will now be rendered 
from the meat to fry them, and tho 
casing will be unbroken. 
Lift 
the 
Ilnka from tho frying pan and roll in 
ilour. 
Fry until the coating Is crisp 
and brown. 


The 
flour 
prevents 
the 
sausages 
from breaking open and does out al- 
low the rendered grease to be reab 
sorbed. 
If a little ground sage 
be 
mixed with the fiour, the flavor will 
bo Improved. 


The new method of paper-bag cook- 
ery is excellent for cooking sausage 
cakes. Shape the cakes, place in bags, 
press out the air, and cook in hot oven 
fifteen 
minutes. 
Open the bottom of 
the bag and drain out tho fat from the 
pork. 
Serve on a hot platter. 


Broiled sausages with rice give a 
well-balanced dish for a wintry day's 
breakfast. 
Place small link sausages 
on the broiler with dripping pan be- 
neath, broil slowly, and serve around 
a mound of creamed rice. 


Sausages with baked creamed pota- 
toes—To every pound of bulk 
sau- 
sage meat add an ounce of 
ground 
mived herbs. A good mixture to make 
and keep on hand for such season as 
this Is two ounces of ground sage, a 
fourth of an ounce of cayenne pepper, 
one ounce of thyme, one ounce of ma- 
loram, and one of celery salt. 
Shape 
Into cakes and fry for five minutes. 
Fill a baking dish with diced potatoes, 
cover with cream, lay tho 
sausage 
cakes on top, and bake In a hot oven 
fifteen minutes, or until the cream Is 
absorbed and the meat a good color. 


Where sausage Is liked but cannot 
be eaten on account of Its richness, 
tt may be made at home and mixed 
with lean beef or veal in tho propor- 
tion most approved. 
Two parts lean 
meat to one part pork will give a mix- 
ture in which the pork flavor will still 
predominate. 


Home-made sausage is much in fa- 
vor, since the commercial product all 
contains 
"filler," presumably 
some 
cereal or stale bread. 
The food-chop- 
per now found In every kitchen does 
the grinding as well as the butcher's 
and the particular housekeeper 
has 
:he satisfaction of knowing Just what 
the ingredients of the sausage are. 


PROPER CARE OF SHIRTWAIST 


Attention to Details While Garment Is 
Being Ironed Is of First 
Importance. 


''Iron the wristbands, neckband and 
any other stiff 
starched 
plaits 
or 
bands, first on the right side, then on 
the wrong side. 
This will give them 
the desired smoothness that 
ironing 
first on the wrong side would In some 
cases destroy. 


Lay the shirtwaist on the Ironing 
board with the neckband directly in 
front of the Ironer ahd parallel with 
the front edge of the table, stretch 
until smooth, and iron on the right 
side until partly dry, then 
on 
the 
wrong side, and 
finish 
on tho right 
side. 
Proceed in the same 
manner 
with wristbands. 
Iron prints on the 
wrong side, if possible, 
because 
it 
gives them more nearlj" the appear- 
ance of new and prevents an unde- 
sirable gloss. 


When tho neckband and cuffs are 
finished, lay the wrist on the board 
with the neck at the left hiind, and 
Iron the fronts, then tho bnck. 
It is 
best to iron both fronts first, because 
they are often trimmed, and will look 
better and iron easier if not allowed 
to become dry. 
The back, too dry. 
being plainer, can be dampened with 
a cloth wrung from warm water. 


Iron well into the gathers and until 
dry. 
Do not Iron across the seams, 
but close to them on either side, then 
press tho seams by setting the Iron 
directly on them. 
To iron the sleeve 
fold at tho seam and begin ironing at 
the seam side, being careful not to 
iron across the opposite fold, and thus 
form a crease. 


After Ironing one side, loosen 
the 
two sides by slipping tho hand be- 
tween them, thou turn the sleeve over 
and Iron the other side. 
Now put the 
hand in the sleeve at the bottom and 
turn it so that the seam lies on the 
table and the unironed strip at the 
back or outside of the 
sleeve 
lies 
above it. 


With a small iron smooth out this 
portion, and. still using a small Iron, 
Blip it inside of the sleeve 
at 
tho 
arm's eye, and iron the 
top 
of the 
sleeve in the gathers. 
If 
possible. 
Iron the gathered portion at the cuff 
in t h e s a m e way .and iron the sleeves 
on the sleeve board.

Roundiioiise Machinist Is Paid 
mighty 
connecting 
rods, 


whose weight 
might take the 
com- 
bined efforts of eight men to lift them 
from the engine to the floor. 


It is up to the roundhouse man to 
get the job done as quickly as possible, 
for the locomotive is wanted by the 
dispatcher to move trains out of 
a 
yard that is soon congested by incom- 
ing cars. 


The job of a roundhouse machinist 
is good, but the Job holds no easy rou- 
tine of work. When not using his mus- 
cles he is using his head to avoid the 
pitfalls of delay to work on the en- 
gine that Is to be under steam and 
coupled to Its train at a certain time 
without fail. 


For the man who wishes to think for 
himself and who likes to have unex- 
pected 
demands 
made on 
his 
abil- 
ity, this Job is all that can 
b« 
d ^ 
sired. 


The machinist who hires out to a 
railroad company as 
a 
roundhouse 
machinist must 
be a good one. 
In 
other words, he must bo an adept In 
the use of tools, ranging from a pocket 
screwdriver to a 20-pound sledge. Va- 
riety is the spice of life, and If It Is 
the spice of work the roundhouse ma- 
chinist has his Job well seasoned. 


At one hour of the day he may be 
exerting his strength to the limit \n 
knocking out large, heavy rod bolts; 
wfthln the next the 
fineness 
of his 
work; may equal that of a jeweler's in 
adjusting the complicated 
and 
deli- 
cate mechanism of a sensitive steam 
gauge. 


He may be working on a Job with 
assurance from the boss of ample time 
in which to complete the task. 
At any 
minute he may be ordered to the out- 
going pit and be given but a few min- 
utes in which to restore a balky in- 
jector to working order for the lo- 
comotive that carries It may have but 
a few minutes more in 
which to be 
coupled to the head of a limited ex- 
press, and without a second's delay 
leave the train sheds on time. 


A locomotive that lies dead In the 
roundhouse because of crippled 
ma- 
chinery makes no money for the com- 
pany that owns it, 
When not pulling 
a train of merchandise or 
passengers 
It soon becomes an 
item 
of 
heavy 
financial 
Joss, and to repair it in the 
shortest time possible so. that It will 
pull its full tonnage Is the proposition 
up to the roimdhouse and its force. 


For those not so 
well 
acquainted 
with railroad activlries in this line, a 
little information will perhaps serve to 
bring out the varied nature of 
the 
roundsouse machinist's work. 


Engines coming into the roundhouse 
after a hard trip over the road have 
their defects reported on a work slip 
by the engineers in charge of them 
during the trip. 
The roundhouse ma- 
chinist receives these slips. Their con- 
tents often test his ability a s a trades- 
man. 


The repairs may call for delicate 
work In adjusting the small and sensl- 
live parts of the air brake equipment, 
and again they may necessitate altera- 


Favorite Brown Bread. 


Two cups sweet milk and 1 of sour, 
2 cups of meal and 1 of flour, 1 cup of 
molasses and IV^ teaspoons of saler- 
atus, with a pinch of salt.

suds and finally rubbed when dry with 
powdered whiting, or while still wet

A paste of whiting, soap and milk Is 
the best for dust-stained alabaster or- 
naments, 
The paste must be left to 
dry on, and then washed away, tho 
surface being then dried with a cloth 
and then with a 
flannel.

Of Attractive Personality, 


King Alfred is a man

inches tall. 
He has broad, powerful 
shoulders and is of upright carriage. 
His hair and mustache are

gray. 
His complexion is browned by 
tropical suns and his face lean and 
lined. 
In spite of his sixty years he 
might easily be taken for an active 
cavalry offlcer, his energy and vivacity 
expresshig themselves in every word 
and gesture.

Forty 
years spent in Armenia,

This was the story as told by the 
king of Arabia and of Syria: 


"In 1874 I returned from Armenia.

Unanimously Chosen 
King. 


"I found in the diverse provinces of 
Arabia a stata of complete 
antago- 
nism. 
I summoned 
the 
viziers 
and 
emirs, telling them they could choose 
among thomselves a king who should 
represent the interests of tho 
whole i 
country 
and 
a population of nearly ^ 
thirty millions; that they should cease 
fighting and develop tho magnificent 
resources of the country. 
The 
emirs 
met. 
Dissension arofre. 
Thoy could 
not 
find 
among 
them a man 
whose 
character or interests seemed to them 
a fair guarantee of disinterested judg- 
:.ment. 
Rivalries and jealousies made i 
such a selection impossible. Therefore j 
; one of the greatest of the chiefs pro- 
posed that 
I should 
undertake 
this 
work. 
They designated mo for this 
dignity." 


King Alfred produced a parchment 
signed by a dozen of the emirs, dele- 
' gates of the entire population of Ara- 
I bia, of whom three millions are Chris- 
tians, primitive 
followers of 
Christ 
and his disciples, calling themselves to 
this day Nazarenes and following the 
simple teaching of nineteen 
hundred 
years ago. 


At once M. le Vicomte, now king of 
united and independent Arabia, set to 
work in tho organization of tho army 
! and of the administration of the coun- 
try in hlff capital at Eyoun—a 
city 
with a population of 40,000 and grow- j 
ing yearly. 
(It has increased 
from 
10,000 in the last ten years 
to 
its 
present population.) 
The king's first • 
proclamation to his people placed the , 
country under tho protection of the , 
Holy Virgin and among tho first edicts 
was ono for the suppression of 
tho 
harem. 


Had Great Moral Effect. 
Asked whether this did not provoke 
a revolution, the king replied that the t 
twenty-seven mussulmen did not even | 
protest. 
They simply continued their . 
harems! 
A moral effect was, however, 
observable and the upgrowing genera-

"Arabia is ripo for 
development," 
resumed King Alfred. 
"She can with

Tho kingdom of Arabia is bounded 
on the north by the Ottoman empire; 
on the east its boundaries are 
tho 
Gulf of Persia and the Indian ocoan. 
On tho west the Rod sea and the strip 
of land belonging to Turkey, whorein 
is situated 
the holy city of 
Mecca. 
The Indian ocean and British Somali- 
land form the southern boundaries. 


As to the resources of the country, 
they aro amazing, as will bo seen from 
a glance at the map which King Al- 
fred permits the World to copy. 
This 
map was tho ono mado by royal hands 
to bo submitted to the French 
com- 
pany now building tho railway \^hlch 
runs from El Arlsh 
(Port Sald> 
to 
Luwa on the Gulf of Oman. 
As will 
bo seen, the track runs through a ter- 
ritory rich in every conceivable 
re- 
source and a branch lino probably will 
also be run southward to tap the- won- 
derful petroleum lakes dlscover*»d by 
Princo Wrede in 1S43. 


Speaking of these petroleum drpos- 
Its, King Alfred said: "I expected to 
find a few lonely springs. 
But in the 
midst of the desert I came upon a pre- 
cipitous cliff descending 
perpondtcu- 
larly Into a pit whose walls wore of 
black basalt. 
One hundred and sixty 
feet below there lay a still and s-ilent 
lake. 
It was 
pure 
petrol—millions 
upon millions of gallons. 


"There is no' product of the 
earth 
that is not to be found in Arabia. Look 
at this maj). Gold, silver, copper, iron, 
turquoise and pearls, naphtha, 
petro- 
leum, tin, lead, zinc, horses, camels, 
sheep and goats, fruits and wheat, aud 
every cereal you may wish to grow."

NO MORE TRUE ST. BERNARDS 


Breed, in Its 
Absolute 
Purity, 
Has 
Died Out, but It LInflcrs Crossed 
With Other Strains. 


The Hospice of St. Bernard has lost 
much of Its former Importance through 
tho opening of the tunnels 
between 
Switzerland and Italy, but It still em- 
ploys Its famous dogs, writes a corre- 
spondent of tho Boston Transcript- 


It Is no longer the custom, however, 
to send forth the dogs alono, with bas- 
kets of food and wine; a man always 
accompanies them ; and the 'animals 
employed are not really the famous 
St. Bernard breed. 
Tho true St. Ber- 
nard originated in the fourteenth cen- 
tury through a cross between a shep- 
herd dog from Wales and a F andi- 
navlan cross-breed, half Great 
Dane 
and half Pyrenean mastiff. 
The last 
pure 
descendant 
of 
tho 
tribe 
was 
burled beneath an avalanche in IblC, 
Those who wish to see a true St. 
Bernard dog may do so in the Natu- 
ral History museum at Berne, where 
tho stuffed body of the famous Barry 
is preserved, 
A popular story has it 
that Barry, having gone to the res- 
cue of a traveler, was mistaken 
by 
tho man for a wolf, and shot as such; 
but he seems really to have died in 
the course of nature at Berne nearly 
a hundred years ago. 
Thero Is plenty 
of St. Bernard blood 
left 
however, 
crossed with other strains, aud 
the 
fame of the breed can never perish.

in the year and 2,212 persons rescued 
from danger.
